Washington, April 12 — (AP)— 
Building a truly tight radar 
“fence” to warn the United States 
ag Cnaada of enemy air attack- 

is being talked. It may cost 
eral billion dollars and require 
tsousands of men to operate it. 

These, it was learned today are 
only two of-many problems en- 
countered by military and civil- 
jan experts studying the require- 
ments for an adequate air raid 
warning system. 

But, military leaders say, 

“early warning” must be had if 
defensive fighter’ plane and 
ground anti-aircraft organiza= 
tions are to be of value. They 
must be put on the alert in time 
to repel attack. 

The estimate by some that the 
cost will run inter billions fs bas- 
ed on two points: (1) Radar sets 
are intricate and expensive; (2) 
Many stations would be required 
to establish an effective screen 
alt nol loopheles.

NQ 
other courtesy can rival the figure of two 
hundred and fifty thousand persons who 
have found new iicmes in Britain since the 
war ended. Many of them are former mem- 
bers of the Polish armed forces and their 
dependants. Fifty’ thousand of these and 
three thousand of their dependants are 
already in civilian employment in the 
United. Kingdom and that number. is in- 
creasing at’the rate of one thousand a 
week. They enjoy the same conditions as

For Police Force 


London, April 19 (Reuters)— 
One hundred and _ thirty-five 
young women tough enough to 
hold their own in a fracas, yet 
attractive enouzh to don evening 
clothing and mix inconspicuous- 
ly in night clubs, are wanted in 
London, 

They must "be 22 or over, 
healthy, five foot four or five, 
without spectacles, educated and 
British. 

» It they qualify they will join 
the Women's Branch of the Met- 
ropolitan Police Force. 

With the old prejudice against 
their employment now overcome, 
women play a valuable part in 
police work and are not resented 
by the men. Their chief, Super- 
intendent Elizabeth Bather, says 
they have already proved their 
“salt”. , 

“What people do not seem to 
realize is that we are police of- 
flcers, not welfare workers, and 
can make arrests,” she said. 

Miss: Bather, who as one 
Britain's top women air force 
officers went to Canada in 1941 
to organize the R.C.A.F. (Wom- 
en's Division) said women police 
officers were responsible for more 
than 1,000 charges during 1047. 
Most were arrests and the re-

- gnevitable? Certainly a iot of people da 
assume that they can be prevented 9r 
avoided. Executives and labor leaders try 
to minimize industrial hazards. Fire auth- 
orities lay‘ down -prevention regulations. 
Highway authorities build better toads, 
‘put up more and more signs and provide 
all sorts of facts and information about ac- 
cidents so that people can learn to avoid 


them. 

_ ‘Praffic accidents in particular involve 
the behaviour of almost every man, woman 
and child. Practically our entire popula- 
tion is at’ some. time of day exposed to 
motor traffic, either as pedestrian, cyclist 
or driver. The trouble is that many of these 
people tend to look for a scape-goat when 
an accident occurs. They try to place the 
blame on some defect in car or road, or on 
“the other fellow.” 

Placing the blame on some person or 
thing obviously does very little good. Ac- 
cidents occur when an uhusual combina- 
tion of things happens at the same instant. 
If any one part of the combination does not 
occur, the accident does not happen. In 
other words each person’s careful atten- 
tion — whether driving or walking — can 
avoid an,accident which was going to hap- 
pen because of some other person’s inat- 
tention. : 

Traffic safety authorities and profes- 
sional dri recommend to motorists a 

which they call “de- 
fensive driving.” Defensive driving means 
keeping your car under complete control at 
all times so'that you can deal with any 
emergency immediately. It means always 
driving as if the other fellow didn’t know 
how to drive, as if he didn’t know the 
rules, couldn't read signs, and as if-he did 
not care if he smashed into you. 

One veteran driver’ who makes a practice 
of safe and sane driving on the public thor- 
oughfares says the smart motorist must 
constantly remember four other drivers on 
the road. These are: the driver in front of 
him, the one behind him, the motorist 
coming from the opposite direction and 
the one around the corner that he can’t 
even see.

U.S. MAY JOIN 
WESTERN EUROPE 


Vandenberg Tells Ameri- 
cans ‘We're Fools Not to 
Destroy Any Treason at 
Home’ 


Washington, April 27. (AP)— 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg toss- 
ed out a fresh hint to Russia last 
night that the United States may 
join western Europe in a mill- 
tary alliance against Communist 
aggression. 

The Michigan Schator at the 
same time served this warning on 
Americans: 

“We are suicidal fools {f we do 
not rcot out and destroy any 
treason at home which may dream 
of bringing world revolution to 
the United States”. 

Above ail, Premier Stalin 
should understand that “we shall 
not surrender to Communist 
conspiracies in the United States”. 

The chairman of the Senate For- 
cign Relations Committee made 
his pronouncements at a dinner 
given by Michigan Chambers of 
Commerce and Trade Associations. 
He declined afterwards to ex- 
pand on his remarks. 

Vandenberg oppeared to be 

adding his own support to mount- 
ing indications that the United 
States will throw its military as 
well as its economic weight 
against Communist expansion in 
Europe. 
There has been speculation that 
an American miltary alliance with 
the western Furope union now 
being organized might take the 
form of u regional defence sys- 
tem under the United Nations. 
The union is being created as an 
udjunct of the European Recovery 
program. 

While voicing hope that peace 
beh be attained, Vandenberg as- 


ed: 

“Meanwhile, we are realists. 
We do not proposed to be isolated 
in. a world that has been com- 
munized by conquest, We do not 
shut out eyes to the cold, hard 
fact that there are those in the 
world who respect nothing else 
but force.
